RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT WITHOUT TRAVERSE 



In reply to the Office Action dated May 5, 2003, requesting an election of one invention to 
prosecute in the above-referenced patent application, Applicants hereby provisionally elect to 
prosecute the invention embraced by the claims of Group I, without traverse, drawn to an isolated 
nucleic acid, variants thereof, a vector containing the same, a host cell thereof, and a method of 
recombinately producing the encoded polypeptide. 

The Office Action further directs Applicants to elect a single disclosed species to which the 
claims would be restricted if no generic claim is finally held allowable and to list all claims readable 
thereon including those subsequently added. Applicants hereby provisionally elect, without traverse, 
the species of Group I directed to the isolated polynucleotide of SEQ ID NO:3 encoding the 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:4. Newly added Claims 20 to 40 are readable thereon.
